By means of a steam trawler the fish 
are caught in the usual way, Bach

The fish do not appear to suffer 
inconvenienoe and their growth is 
not interferred with in any way. 

The thoroughness with which the 
North Sea is swept by the nets of the 
fishing fleets is demonstrated saya 
Discovery. by the fact that out 5,089 
marked plaice of all sizes 992 were 
recaptared within a year. This re- 
presents 19.7 per cent., or nearly one 
fifth: but for the medium sized fish 
the figures are far bigher, ranging 
from 28.4 to 89 per cent. in the move 
northern for the whole of the North 
Sea and to 3 per cent in the more 
northern portinns.

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Sable Island Wild Horses. 


Sable Island, which lies about 
eighty miles to the eastward of Nova 
Scotia, consists of an acoumulation 
of luose sand, forming a pair of ridges 
united at the two ends and inolosing 
ashallow lake; tracts of grass are 
to be met with in places, as well as 
pools of fresh water.

On July 4, 1764, George Washing- 
ton, then colonel in command of the 
Virginia troops sent by Governor 
Dinwidde to oppose the French tt 
Fort du Quesne—now Pittaburg— 
met with his first defeat at Great 
Meadows. On the very same day 
Benjamin Franklin outHned to the 
Albany Congress his plan for a mors 
harmonious and concerted action of 
the colonies for defense against the 
Indians: Even at that date there 
Wa" a vague sentiment in favor of a 
cozfederation of the American col- 
onles and Franklin's plan promoted 
this idea, but- the entirely separate 
colonies were mutually jealous and 
the plan was not favored. Many 
students of history believe that the 
adoption of his ideas would have 
giv-n the colonies strength to have 
mastered the Indian question un- 
aided by England, and ‘therefore 
given the mother country no pretext 
for quartering troops here or for 
enacting and trying to enforce the 
odious stamp tax—two leading griev- 
ances that brought on the American 
Revolution. 

The Civil War began in April and 
Congress met to devise ways and 
means for its vigorous prosecution 
on July 4, 1861. Andrew Johnson,

feat ef the Union forces stirred Con- 
gress to vigdrous action. 

Lee invaded Pennsylvania and 
upon the first three days of July, 
1883. the battle of Gettysburg was 
fought. This was the only fighting 
of any importance on Union soil, |, 
and on July 4, 1863, Lee retreated 
into Maryland. After this date 
Union successes were constant. On 
the same day another decisive vio- 
tory was gained by @neral Grant, 
to whom Geseral Pemberton sur 
rendered Vieksburg and his army, 
after severe Oghting during a long 
siege. 

Many other event, interesting ia 
themselves, but of no great historical 
moment, transpired en this day, not 
only ln America. but the rest of the 
world. The year 1849 was proba- 
bly the darkest, in the history of 
modera Italy. Her strength had 
waned. France and Austria inter- 
me idled with her affairs and seized 
her territory. The people were dis- 
contented and under Mazzinni and 
Garibaldi formed a provisional re- 
public. When the king died the 
French forcibly entered Rome, re- 
instated Victor Emmanuel and 
crushed the republic Mazzinni and 
Garibald! were trying to establish. 
Tho assembly of this republic was 
dissolved July 4, 1849. 

On July 4, 1866, Austria ceded 
Venice to France. Venice had fre- 
quently been handed to and fro by 
Italy, France and Austria, and in 
that same year belonged in turn to 
each and for a very brief time was 
indepedent.

VALUE OF SOBRIETY. 
June 30, '07.—(1 Cev. 10:23-33.) 


As a cold-blooded, elementary bus- 
iness proposition, it ia getting to be 
well-understood that sobriety is an 
asset. Particularly do railroad cor- 
porations and other large public 
service agencies more and more de- 
mand that those who are in their 
employment must be temperate mon. 

The Chicago and Alton railroad 
company together with several others 
has issued rules to its employes for- 
bidding them to visit galoons, race 
tracks, dance halls or other resorts 
where liquor is sold, or gambling 
permitted. The reason is obvious. 
The railroad management is not 
composed of crooks or fanatics, 
Puritans or prohibitionists, They 
are not promoting a crusade to in- 
fluence public opinion, nor running a 
reform movement for reforms’ sake. 
They are simply and solely protecting 
their business and property as prac- 
tical business men. 


A man may pooh pooh sentiments 
about temperance ani morality. He 
may say he will drink what he 
yieases and go where he pleases. 
He may say the company is inter- 
fering with his personal liberty. It 
matters not. Everywhere he goes 
the necessity for sobriety and stead- 
iness of habits confronts him, The 
employee is free to do as he pleases 
so long as he pleases to be decent. 
Which is, after all, the true meas- 
ure of personal@iberty. Anyone, 
however obtuse, can grasp the signi- 
ficance of ethical principles when 
expressed in terms of dollars and 
cents. 


Aside from the vast pro in- 
terests involved, a N 
ation is responsible for the safe 
transportation of thousands of hu- 
man deinza, and it cannot grant its 
employes the personal liberty” to 
get drunk and wreck a train, Per- 
sonal liberty ends when it imperin 
the lives of other people. It is a 
pretty difficult thing in this complex 
life of ours for any man to ruin him- 
self, become the bond slave of his 
vices and appetites; a pathetic der- 
elict, old and worthless before his 
time, without inflicting a measure 
of his calamity upon others about 
him the innocent victims of his per- 
sonal liberty.” But the railroads 
are refasing to become the instru- 
ment of his disgrace. 


Altogether apart from the ques- 
tion of morals it is coming to be 
understood that sobriety is an asset 
in the furnishing of any young man. 
Other, thing being equal he stands 
a better chance in the business world. 
Cool heads, clear brains, bright eyes, 
clean mafiners are at a premium 
everywhere, and are becoming more 
so. Business men look deeper into 
the habits of those seeking places 
of responsibility than ig generally 
guspected, and many an otherwise 
capable and promising employee has 
been kept from advancement be- 
cause of his conmvivicl habita. The 
young man who expects to succeed 
in life should bear this in mind. 

One of the first and all important 
questions asked of young men seek- 
Ing employment or advancement is 
in regard to his habits. Many a 
young man's breath, bloodshot eyes, 
or well-known companions hag bar- 
ed him from employment he was 
about to receive. This does not 
mean that he can not earn his bread. 
There is a vast deal of work to be 
done in this world and he can find 
some place in the army of employed, 
but there are scores of places wait- 
ing for the sober young man, places 
of advancement, of honor, of in- 
uence, of profit that he can never 
fill. Honorable toll he may per- 
form; but when there is 4 vacancy 
in a bank, in a railroad office, in an 
ever increasing number of .occupa- 
tions, the man who spends his even- 
ing looking though the bottom of 
beer glasses goes to the rear while 
the sober young man gets the job. 
And then the beer-guzzler whines 
about the inequalities of life, and 
the favorites of fortune. No favor- 
{tism about it. It is business, pure 
and simple. It is absolutely essen- 


tial in many lines of business that 


the hand shall be steady, that the 
eye shall be clear, the brain shall 
be normal, and that no remains of 
last nights’ debauch, shall render 
the man, who holds possibly the 
lives of thousands in his hands, or- 
the funds of widows and orphaus ta 
his trust, incapable of correct judg- 
ment, and instant ‘action when 
necessary. 

The pack horse does its work, and 
is worth a few dollars, the thorough- 
bred prances in pride before admir- 
ing crowds, and is worth a king's 
ransom, The burning question for 
every young Mam to consider is, 
Shall 1 be all my life a “hewer of 
wood and drawer of water,“ never 
rising above mediocrity plodding on 
in a treadmill existance, a bound- 
slave to my appetites and passions, 
or shall I be a Man. The world is 
looking for men. There is room at 
the top for n. There is always 
work fof men. 'Thord are towards 
for mon. Simply as a matter of 
looking out for Number One, young 
men should early realize the value 
of sobriety.

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Many Houses Were So Used— 
Sprightly Reniiniscences of Some 
‘Exciting Sessions. 


From the Hall of the “Company 
of Carpenters,” where the nation 
makers first met in Philadelphia, to 
the present magnificent marble pile 
at Washington, is truly a far cry. 
“Lest we forget,” in the pride of our 
Americanism, it will be good for us 
to recall the days when our Con- 
gressmen were sent scurrylig from 
one town to another by hostile Brit- 
ish, by bugaboo stories and’ by the 
antics of rowdy soldiers. Like the 
temple which grew from the “‘cov- 
ering of skins” to that splendid crea- 
tion of Solomon's time, the capitol 
of our country, had also an humble 
origin—and the pussle once was to 
find the place! = En 

During- four of the years of its 
existence, the Continental Congress 
skipped about at a lively galt. Phila- 
deiphia, Princeton, Annapolis, Tren- 
ton, New Tork, and then, after an 
Interval of four years, Philadelphia 
again were visited by these “birds 
of passage.” One man said of it: 
“Verily, the Lord shall make this 
government like unto a wheel, and 
keep it rolling back and forth be 
twixt Dan and Beersheba, and grant 
it no rest this side of Jordan.” 

But before this, when, late in 
1176, Howe's army was marching 
across New Jersey and the invasion 
of Pennsylvania seemed immineut,_ 
Congress fied from Philadelphia and 
went to Baltimore. The members 
met. there for the first time in a 
building which stood at Baltimore

and Liberty streets, Théir sittings 
there lasted from December 20, 
1776, until February 27, 1777. Then 
Congress returned to Philadelphia, 
and on the 2nd of the following 
month sat ln the State House, where 
it remained until the British actu- 
ally did. get into Pennsylvania. 
Upon the evacuation of Philadel- 
phia by the British, Congress occu- 
pied for a short time, it is sald, one 
of the buildings of the Academy— 
now the University of Pennsylvania 
—then located on Fourth street, be- 


|low Arch. The red-coats who had 


crowded the delegates from this 
stately building on Chestnut street, 
during that fall and winter of 1777- 
78, it seems, had left the Congres- 
sional halls in such disreputadle con- 
dition that other quarters had to be 
found temporarily. Congress re- 
sumed its sessions in the State House 
July 2, 1778, and ond of the earliest 
pleces of work attended to in the old 
headquarters was the Articles of 
Confederation. For several years 
thereafter it continued to meet in 
the game place. è 

Finally, in 1790, Congress. then 
sitting in New York, decided after 
a most hitter struggle to locate the 
capitol in the yéar 1800 on the banks 
of the Potomag; at the game time 
Philadelphia was selected as the 
temporary home of the government 
for the decade that intervened. The 
third session of the first Congress 
accordingly met in Philadelphia. on 
December 6th, 1790, in the building 
which still stands at the corner of 
Sixth and Chestnut streets; Judge 
Pennypacker has gathered many 
sprightly reminiscences’ of this his- 
toric building into a pamphlet 
volume prepared as a souvenir of the 
last session of the Court of Common 
Pleas No. 2, that was held there 
prior to the removal of our County 
Courts to the City Hall, 

Ho tells an incident that was ro- 
lated by an old Philadelphian, who, 
as a small boy, drifted into the 
gallery of the Senate with 4 com- 
panion to watch the proceedings; 
the two were the only spectators. 
Presently, Thomas Jefferson arose 
and announced: The Senate is 
about to go into executive. session. 
The gentiemen in the gallery will 
please withdraw.” Whereupon the 
two boys took their hats and de- 
parted.” Then there were a couple 
of fory members from New England 
who kept up an interest in legisla- 
tive affairs by spitting in each other's 
faces, chasing cach other around the 
room with alubs, stove-tongs,eto. 
Congress must have enjoyed their 
little pleasantries, for it is not re- 
corded that the House ever severely 
disciplined them, 

Congress adjourned to meet( no 
more in Philadelphia, May 14, 1800, 
Thereafter it mét in Washington.

A Hen Discovėred How to Make 
Sugar White and a Dog Gave Us.

Whenever a new patent comes ont, 
especially some little thing that auy- 
body might have made, you wiil al- 
ways. hear the fremetk: Why 
could'nt I have thought of that?“ 
Fortunes are made from even the 
most trivial contrivances. A mon 
walked from Philadelphia to Wash- | 
ington to patent the gimlet pointed | 
screw, and the simple idea eventusily 
earned him more than a million dol- 
lara. The rubber tip on the end ot 
lead: pencils: made its inventor rich. 
The metal point on the end of your 
shoe-string earned a fortune for’ the 
woman who thought of it, and the 
copper cap that so long adorned ite 
toes of children’s shoes earned $3,- 
000,000 for the lucky person who pat- 
ented it, / 

Many valuable inventions were hit | 
upon in a most accidental way. The. 
art of making sugar white was dis- 
covered by a harmless old speckied 
hen. This feathered matron one day 
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clay and later without taking the prs- 
caution to wipe her feet walked 
through a sugar mill on the same 
plantation, scattering clay over the 
loose mounds of sugar as she passed. 
Afterward it was discovered that 
wherever her thacks had fallen on the 
moist sugar the clay had whitened it. 
Scientists took up the matter and 
from this incident introduced the 
method of bleaching sugar by the 
clay process. 

A dog gave us the art of dying 
cloth. One afternoon so many years 
ago, that the date is of small conse- 
quence a noted man and his sweet- 
heart went for a walk along tne sands 
of the seashore in a far off country.

evt OF THE TIPPING svetim. 
What We Pay “Annivatly” to — 
Walters and Others, 

The manner in which the people or. 
the United Hates are borrowing the 
Upping’ habit from Burope is a mat- 
ter for grave concern, says the Pitts.” 
burg Gazette-Times, Take the case 
of your ‘smiling friend, the Pullman 
porter. Do you know that the dimes 


and quarters and half dollars tiven 


him by our traveling public every 
year amount to more than $2,000,000 
and that we present him with $6,000 
every mornigg before breakfast? 
Let's figure it out. There are about 
8,000 porftera in the employ of the 
Pullman company, says the New York 
Sun. If the total amount received by 
each of them was a dollar a day, that 
would be $8,000. But in order to 
make allowance for time off and for 
stingy or frugal travelers who ‘give 
little or nothing, suppose we knock 
off a couple of thousand dollars every 
morning. That would make $6,000 a 
day, or $2,190,000 for the year. 

This generosity on the part of the 
travellug public would be all right it 
the porters got the benefit of it. Bif 
they do not. Under present conditions 
the tips are merely another source of 
profit for the Pullman company., One 
would suppose that all the time of a 
grownup man, in most instances with 
a family to support, would at least be 
worth $10 a week, or $40 a month, to 
a concern earning millions of divi- 
dends., But the porter gets only $25 
a month, and is left to get the re- 
mainder from the public. Therefore 
the Pullman company, on account of 
tips given to its employes, makes a 
saving of $15 per month on each of 
them, amounting to $120,000, or $1,- 
440,000 a year. 

After the thousands of passengers 
arriving «t their destinations in this 
country évery morning turn over $6,- 
000 to the Pullman porters, they give 
away nother thousand to station boys 
who carry their bags out from the 
trains. Before they get comfortably 
settled down to the breakfast table an- 
other dopation of $2,000 or so is made 
to hack drivers. Then the waiters pro- 
ceed to “get theirs.” After the por- 
ters no other class of servants de- 
pends so much upon tips as the 
waiters. 

In many of the large establish- 
ments in the cities the attendants 
have a perfectly organized system for 
securing aud gharing the proceeds 
they get frem the public. One-way of 
working it thus: When you enter 
the dining room for a first meal at a 
table andi then wETAOINBETAOINA 
hotel the head watter places you at a 
table and then watches carefully when 
you leave to see if you fee the waiter. 
If you leave some change, the head 
waiter claims part of it. If the one 
who attended you should refuse to 
divide, the next time you enfer the 
dining room you will be put at some 
other table, presided over by a “square 
man.“ 

Sometimes the only way a waiter 
can get prompt service in the kitchen 
for a favored guest is to “see” the 
| server. Thus, when you leave a quar- 
ter under the edge of your plate it 
does not always go Into the pocket of 
the man who atended you, as you 
might suppose, but is distributed 
among a number of employes with 
whom you do not come in contact. 
If you fail to leave any change under 
your plate and remain at that hotel 
for any length of time, you will be 
likely to receive scant consideration, 
for the servants will be busy looking 
after those people who are not ab- 
sentminded when they finish their 
meal. 

One hotel proprietor tells this ex- 
perience he had with a new waiter 
who came to his place. The new man 
came on at the breakfast hour, and 
in the course of time was sent to walt 
upon the manager without knowing 
who he was, Instead of serving a 
small cup of cream for the coffee he 
brought milk with it. The manager 
said to him: “Here, take this milk 
back and bring me some cream.” We 
have no cream,” sald the newcomer, 
The surprised manager looked up. at 
him quickly and said: “Like thunder 
you haven't. I am the manager of 
this place, and 1 just checked in a 
hundred gallpns of cream not more 
than 20 minutes ago.” Wit muine 
embarassment the new rec plied: 
“Oh, I didn't know you were 185 man- 
ager; 1')) bring it at once, sir.“ The 
motive was to please certain regular 
customers of the dining room, who 
made a practice of tipping, by keeping 
a liberal quantity of cream in reserve 
for them, giving ordinary patrons 
milk. with their coffee.

There are those who think that 
the Ten Commandments are ten sep- 
orate and distinct laws.

Sirius, the dog star, which ia the 
brightest. to our eyes of all the fixed 
stars, hab ‘a very remarkable com- 
panion, never visible except with 
powerful telescopes. It was firat seen 
in 1862, and in 1890 ft disappeared, 
the reason of its disappearance be- 
ing that it had moved so close to 
Sirius as to be lost to view in the 
overpowering light of that great star. 
During the time of its. visibility the 
fact had been ascertained that it was 
revolving about -Sirius at a rate 
which would carry it completely 
around in some fifty years. The 
shape of ita orbit, which Is an ellipse 
with Sirius situated in one of the 
focl, being calculated, astronomers 
felt certain that in a few years the 
vanished atar would reappear as it 
moved into a part of its orbit more 
distant from Sirfus. This expecta- 
tion has now been fulfilled; for re- 
cently the missing star was seen 
again at Flagstaff Observatory in 
Arizona. 

Although probably “half as large 
as Sirius, it is -but one ten-thou- 
sandth part as luminous as that star. 


Conkling's Recipe for Success,

When Eggs are Poisonous. 

All “substances, even eggs, are 
poisonous when they are injected in 
certain quantities into the circula- 
tary system of hn animal. A French 
investigator bas taken the powdered 
yolk of a duck's egg, treated it with 
a 20 per cent. solution of salt and in- 
jected it into the veins of an animal 
until it died. In order to kill a rab- 
bit 56 grains of the substance were 
required for each pound of the rab- 
bit’s weight. The yolk of a hen’s egg 
is less poisonous than that of a duck, 
but that, of a turtle is more 30. The 
albumen of eggs is also poisonous.

New Use for Electricity.

10 ENLARGE RESIDENCE. 
Ex-Governor Jackson To Improve His Beli - 


moro City Homo. 


Ex Governor E. E. Jackson will 
make a number of improyements and 
build an’ addition to his Baltimore 
honse, at the southwest corner of 
Cathedral and Richmond streets, 
whioh he will oofupy this winter. 
Ex-Governor and Mrs Jackson have 
deen making their residence at The 
Oaks in Salisbury for some time 
past. The oity residence has been 
oconpied by the ex-Governor’s son, 
Mr. Hagh W. Jackson and family. 
Mr. Hugh W. Jackson recently pur- 
chased the Dieter residence, on 
Oharles street, near Chase, which he 
will oooupy. 

The addition and improvements to 
be made to Ex-Governor Jackson's 
residence designed by Archi- 
tects Chi . Cassell & Son, aud 
plans and specifications were distri- 
buted among the builders Tuesday 
for estimates. The addition will be 
built on the west side of the house. 
It will be threé stories. high. The 
firat will contain a kitchen, a pantry 
and a breakfast room. On the second 
floor will be two bed chambers, a 
bathroom and wardrobes. The third 
floor will contain two bed cham 
and wardrobes.

What a troasure-trove the old creek 
ia! What riches of nature’a stores are 
hid "Heath Ita rippling surface, or dis- 
played along ite basins. À 
The crock itself is wonderfal, al- 
ways surprising you with its wayward 
fancies and restlessness. Here it runs 
along smoothly. in seeming content; 
there it broadens out and its waters 
tipple and rustle and swish over and 


around rocks without number: then 


it divides and shows you in its mid- 
dle as pretty a little Island as you 
might wish for your pirate’s cave; 
often it bends and curves in a way 
that keeps you in the height of ex- 
pectancy, wondering what new view 
will atretch before you. 

What comfortable places the banks 
of the oreek affords! There, to give 
grateful shade, are the fringes of oak; 
dogwood, birch, beach and witch ha- 
nel trees—the last variety so called 
beoause in the early days of our coun- 
try old men and women thought to be 
witohes gathered the roots and used 
the juices as a cure for all ills. 

Here, too, you see the beautiful 
swamp. cabbage, standing in place 
where the mud has collected, with 
its’ purple folds rolled up in pointed 
bundles. Near it wave the tassels of 
the swamp alder, and close by you see 
the spotted leaves and stalks of the 
yellow adders’ tongue. Snake feed- 
ers“ glide here and there, and, with- 
out thinking, you look eagerly around 
for the snake, but nothing but wee 
toads and grasshoppers greet your eye. 

Where the thorny greenbriers olus- 
ter the hardy robins ‘winter and the 
pheasants and quail eat the seeds and 
hide there from their enemies. 

Over the water the bank swallow 
skips, sometimes touching the surface 
Just na do the stones you shy acruss 
to the other side. The kingfisher 

ives after his meal and the green 

heron, too, darts after minnow or pol- 
lywog. Right above you the catbird 
scolds or laughs mockingly. 
Along the bank the muskrat has his 
home. Just under the water's edge 
he digs his hole. It slants upward 
for quite a distance, and at the end 
of it is his nest, nice and dry. The 
muskrat and the raccoon both like 
mussels, which they dig from beds in 
the muddy shallow. Beside some 
stone or tree near the water, you will 
see piles of these shells, where the 
animal has eaten their contents. 

If you care to fish, the sunfish pro- 
vides just as good sport as the monn- 
tain trout. Among the sand and peb- 


bles it builds its nest and fiercely 
drives away ita enemies. Even a 
chub, red fin, or a cattish my come to 
our hook. Of course you'll catch 
ots of minnows, but who wants min- 
pows? 

Frog eggs swing from the branches 
of planta under water. The stupid- 
looking tadpoles yon see frisking 
about. From a log dr stone near the 
bank yellow and speckled throated 


frogs, propped up on their bowleys, 
watch you solemnly. 

Tortoises and turtles plank into the 
water and are lost sight of. You 
know, the ribs of the tortoise are 
united their whole length, wulle those 
of the turtle are separate at the ends. 

Oh yes, there's lots to be seen. 
After you've had a refreshing swim 
and lie there under a shady tree you 
don't feel like ever moving—even to 
go home for something to eat.—North 
American, Phila. i

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~ Traditions Of St. Swithin’s Day. 

St. Swithin's Day ooours annually 
on the 15th of July. That there may 
de some-cosmioal connection between 
it and Groundhog Day, which occurs 
on the dd of February, is more than 
probable. St. Swithin’s Day is near 
midsummer and Groundhog Day is 
near midwinter. Both days have 
to do with the matter of humidity 
and cloudiness in the atmosphere. 

If the 2d of February is clondy the 
fact is supposed to betoken an early 
spring. If St. Swithin’s Day is rainy, 
similar weather, according to tradi- 
tion, is indicated for six weeks or. to 
he especially acourate 40 days after- 
ward. The tradition was long ago 
pat in verse; . 

St. Swithin's Day, ‘gin it be fair, 

For forty days ‘twill rain nae ma ir. 

St. Swithin's Day, gin it shall rain, 

For forty. days it will remain. 

If a tradition is utterly withont 
foundation it weakens in time and 
finally fades away. But if there is 
the least possible physical course for 
it the fact keeps recurring and the 
trad ton is kept alive. It is notaneoes · 
sary to support a tradition that the 
tact upon which it is based shall al- 
ways prove invariable, The slightest 
prepondranoe in its favor in the long 
run is sufficient to keep it going. If 
it has facts in its favor, and science 
is unable to account for the excep- 
tions to its rule, that is simply the 
misfortune of science, if not its fault 
as a result of its ignorance. 

St. Swithin's name has been asso- 
olated with humidity and the fifteenth 
of July for many years—probably ever 
since the ninth century of the Christ- 
ian era. He was an English ecolesi- 
astic who was a chaplain to King 
Ebgert and tutor to his son, Ethel- 
wulf. In 852 he was consecrated 
Bishop of Winchester. He originated 
the tribute of Peter- pence, “ and 
procured the passage of an ant re- 
quiring all the English to pay tithes. 
At his own request he was burried 
where the rain might fall upon his 
grave. To make this sure he was 
buried under the saves of his church. 
When it was proposed on July 15, to 
place his body on the inside of the 
ohurch, the elements ‘protested and 
prevented it by raining on that day 
and every day afte: it for forty days, 
and hence the tradition. 

No rain fell in this looality on 
Monday.

Avold Overdoing Care and Attention 
Allow Plenty Exercise 

Satisfactory resulta can. never be 
secured by handling turkeys like 
cage birds or hothouse plants. Treat 
them like turkeys and use common 
sense in looking after them. Their 
native home was in the woods and 
fields. In their present semi- domes- 
tic condition they need more shelter 
and care, but they should never be 
shut in so close as to deprive them of 
plenty of light, room and air, They 
should not be pampered and fed 
upon unnatural foods nor should 
they be overfed at any time. In 
their wild state they ran about here 
and there, seeking small grains, 
seeds and bugs, getting plenty of 
exercise as well as food. Their do- 
mestic condition deprives them ef 
the necessity of hunting for food and 
consequently of the exereise that 
came from so doing. When quite 
young the poults are apt to receive 
more attention than they need. 
Then, as they grow older and the 
novelty of attending to them wears 
off, they are too often neglécted just 
rat the time when more care should 
de glven them. For instance, when 
their feathers are growing and the 
unusual heat overcomes them, spe- 
cial care may profitably be bestowed. 


Building the Poultry House. 

Poultry houses need not be elabo- 
rate in their fittings or expensive in 
constriction. There are certain con- 
ditions, however, which should be 
insisted upon in all cases. In the 
first place, the house should be lo- 
catefl upon soll which is well drained 
and dry. A gravelly knoll is best, 
but, failing this, the site should be

raised by the use of the plow and 
scraper until there is a gentle slope 
in all directions sufficient to prevent 
any standing water even at the wet- 
test times. A few inches of sand or 
gravel on the surface will be very 
useful in preventing the formation 
of mud. If the house is sheltered 
from the north and northwest winds 
by a group of evérgreens, this will 
be a decided advantage In the colder 
parts of the country. 


Duck Eggs From China. 

China and Japan are stated to 
raise more -ducks than any countries 
of the world. Their marshes, canals, 
end rice fields fairly swarm with 
ducks; consequently thelr eggs are 
cheap in those countries. The Chi- 
nese have a way of. preserving the 
eggs by drying them whole, but Bu- 
ropeans—especially Germans und 
Belglans—have assumed to improve 
upon the Chinese method by taking 
the yolks from fresh eggs dnd mix- 
ing them with boracic acid as a pre- 
servative. This mixture was for- 
merly imported into this country in 
large quantities, reaching the United 
States from China, via Belgium and 
other European ports. Since this 
product was offered very cheap, bak- 
ers gladly purchased it in large 
quantities, especially. during egg 
fomines. Dr. Wiley recently made a 
test of samples of the stuff and his 
deductions that it was extremely un- 
wholesome and injurious to health 
led him to take steps to prevent its 
importation, 


In Shipping Poultry. 

. “Before packing and shipping, 
poultry should be thoroughly dry 
end cold, but not froze; the animal 
heat should be entirely out of the 
body, Pack tn boxes af barrels paper 
Wed. Boxes holding 100.to 206 
pounds are preferable and should be 
packed snugly. Straighten out the 
body and legs so that they will not 
arrite much bent and twisted out of 
shape, | the pac as ull ag 
possible prevent moving abast on 
the way. 1 clean apple barrels 
answer better for chickens and 
ducka than for turkey or geese. 
When convenient, avoid putting

The Largest Statue. 


It has been stated that the Statue of 
Liberty New York harbor is the larg- 
est in the world, but really the larg- 
est statue ie that of the Sphinx soulp- 
tured out of a spur of rock at Gizeh. 
It is 172 fegi 6 inches long, and 56 
feet high. 

One hundred and thirty seven feet 
six inches is the height assigned to 
the Statue A Liberty presented by 
the people of France to his tcountry, 
but this is only obtained by measur- 
ing from the feet to the upper end of 
the torch which the right band of the 
statue holds above its head. The 
Colossus of Rhodes, which, while it 
existed, was the largest statue in the 
world, and ove of its seven wonders, 
was about 128 feet in height. Its legs 
spanned the harbor of Rhodes, and al- 
lowed a ship under full sail to pass 
beneath them. The Saracens, who 

captured Rhodesin the year 673, sold 
the metal of which it was composed 
toa Jewish merchant fora sum equiv- 
alent to $180,000 of our money.

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MOVE ON MOSQUITOS ` 
Dr. HM Up Agalast Thom. To 
_ Swamps And Dry Up Stagnant Ponds. 


To have every swamp in Maryland 
drained and converted into good till- 
able land, to have every stagnant pond 
and puddle dried up and to have every 
meésquito in the State dead and harm- 
less—these things constitute the rul- 
ing ambition of Dr. William N. Hill, 
the Health Department’s bulwark 
against the mosquito peat. - 

Like every other big undertaking 
he has bad anything to do with, Dr. 
Hill has thrown his heart and «oul 
into the project. Once he ran for the 
office of Governor of Maryland, and it 
‘was probably only because it was the 
Union Reform party, and not one of 
thé big parties, that he didn’t get it. 

Dr. Hill returned Wednesday from 
the swamp lands and mosquito grounds 
of New Jersey, where he has been 
making an exbauetive study of the 
Jersey method of fighting the 
‘‘skeets.'™ He has come back with 
this great, big idea im his mind, and 
on this idea he expecta to spend his 
time aud effort. 

When Dr. Hill started out to do up 
the mosquitoes that have been péster- 
ingBaltimore for countless genérations 
he had no idea of trying to extend 
the work of extermination and annihi- 
lation beyond the confines of Balti- 
more. He did right well, though, in 
reducing the number of the pesta, and 

many grateful Baltimoreans have Dr. 
Hill to thank for thei- unbroken and 
unannoyed slumbers. 

But the Doctor soon saw that mos- 
quito extermination was not a mere 
municipal problem. It takes the ox- 
termiuation of the insects-thronghont 
the entire State to insure peace to any 
locality, for the mosquito myriads are 
countless and the places of the depart- 
ud are speedily filled. 

Knowing that in New Jersey the 
State authorities were waging war 
scientifically against the mosquito, 
Dr. Hill journeyed hither to learn. 
He found that already many miles 
of swamp land, heretofore only dank 
and worthless wastes, have been re- 
claimed and that the places where the 
mosquito was wont to breel have 
vanished. 

He found that the drainage of these 
swamps was gone about in a thorough- 
ly systemat{o way and that the results 
attained were far reaching. Where 
land was once valueless, because of 
the mosquitoes, he said, their riddance 
has caused property values to increase. 
Between Long Branch and Sandy 
Hook was one instance that the Doctor 
pointed ont. 

Dr. Hill was shown over the work 
by Ur. John B. Smith, State entomol- 
og ist of New Jersey. who is in charge 
of the extermination of the mosquitoes 
and the reclamation of the land. The 
method of draining off the swamps by 
a system of ditches. As all the big 
swamps that are being reclaimed are 
tidal marshes,one ditch is dug through 
the swamp to tidewater. Radiating 
from the oentral ditch is a series of 
smaller ditches, from six to eight 
inches wide, whioh are dug in the 
Places moat advantageous to draining. 

The work was first started on Staten 
Island, but to dig trenches and ditches 
there it cost $75 a mile. It costa in 
New Jersey only 620. With the 
ditches draining off all the stagnant | 
water many mosquitos breeding 
Places have been eradicated, and in| 
addition, all the water in the ditches 
swarm with little killie fish, some: 
thing like minnows, whose natural 
food is the mosquito larvae. 

To have Maryland do what New 
Jersey is doing is what the Doctor de- 
sires. The Bureau of Irrigation of 
the Department of Agriculture has 
already under contemplation a plan 
to reclaim the swamp and marshland 
of the country along the Gulf and 
Atlantic Coasts, and Dr. Hill hopes 
that the swamps of the lower Eastern 
Shore and of Oharles county will be 
included. Then, he thinks, with the 
State helping out with the reat of the 
swamps in the State, the mosquitoes | 
that bother us now will soon be noth- | 
ing bat memories, 

Dr. Hill has had a consultation | 
with the Governor, who, he said, was! 
interested in the project. |

WILFRED BATEMAN DIES 
Of Bright’s Disease. Was Secretary Of 
State Under Ex-Governor Smith. 


Ex-Seoretary of State Wilfred Bate. 
man, ove of the most prominent men 
in Talbot county, and well known 
throughout the State, died Wednesday 
morning at the Emergency Hospital, 
on South Washington street, Easton, 
where he had been for the past two 
months undergoing treatment for 
Bright’s disease. Mr. Bateman was 
the son of the late Col. Henry E. 
Bateman, of Easton, who was the firat 
Comptroller of the State Treasury, 
and was born in Washington, D. O., 
January 17, 1850. Although a native 


of Washington, he practically spent |%¢ 


his entire life in Easton. He received 
his early education in the . public 
eohoels of Easton, aud after leaving 
the Easton High School entered the 
private academy on South Harrison 
street conducted by the late ‘Bishop 
Henry Ohaplan Lay, of the Diocese of 
Easton, Protestant Episcopal Church. 
After leaving there he went to Bethel 
Aeademy, West Virginia, where he 
finished his education, graduating 
with high honors. He then returned 
to Easton and at 18 years of age began 
to teach school at Baily'’s Neck, about 
three miles from Easton, which posi- 
tion he held for two years. He then 
gave up school teaching and took up 
the study of law under the preceptor- 
ship of the late Gov. Philip Franois 
Thomas, in Easton, and in 1881 was 
admitted to the Talbot county bar. 

Mr. Bateman was one of the moat 
prominent and influential Democrats 
in Talbot county, and bis opinion was 
sought after and taken by leaders. He 
was appointed commissioner in ohan- 
cery in 1888 and held the position un- 
til 1896, when, upon the death of 
Ool. Thomas Hughlett, he was ap- 
pointed on April 6, 1896, Olerk of the 
Oourt for Talbot county, to fill the 
vacancy; which position he filled un- 
til December 1, 1897, when F. G. 
Wrightson, who had been elected at 
the general election in November, 
took charge of the office. He also 
held the position at one time as chair- 
man of the Demooratio State Oentral 
Committee for Talbot county, and 
served for several year as counsel to 
the Board of Election Supervisora for 
the county. His last political office 
was Secretary of State under Governor 
John Walter Smith, from January, 
1900, to January, 1904. Since that 
time he led a retired life.

A WOMAN'S E EXERCISE) , 


DANCING TAKES KES FIRst PLACE 
SAYS AN EXPERT. 


` Physical Ressons Why Exeretaes 


Suited for Men Are Not Adapted 
to Women—Grace Should Be Wo- 
man's Aim -ia Erercise. 


“Should women be encouraged to 
take part in competitive athleucs 
and sports?” 
president of the American Physical 
Education Association and head of 
the department of physical education 
in the public schools of New ruia, 
repeated the question thoughtfully. 

“There is-a woman's problem in 
exercise as there is in many other 
things,” he went on. ‘Fortunately, 


with referente to exercise the differ- | 


ences between men and women are 
more tangable and we know the facts 
upon which those differences iest 
better than we know those In con- 
nection with political organization, 
for example. 

Fears ago when I was beginning | 
this work I belleved that the differ- 
ence between men and women was 
caused by the difference in their 
training. I no longer have any such 
idea. I know that the physique of 
men and of women differed in the 
beginning—man to be the fighter, 
the protector, woman for mother- 
hood. 

“But this is only the beginning of 

the argument. Women are shaped 
dfferently from men. At an equal 
height and weight. a man's shoulders 
are broader than a woman's. 30 
that In every form of gymnastics or 
athletics which depends on leverage 
and strength of shoulders the 1 an 
will excel, even if he is not muscular. 
ly stronger than the woman. 
A further haridicap is placed-on 
woman in the size of her hips. Her 
trunk also la longer. Therefore. in 
all gymnastic work in which the 
weight of the body is held by the 
arms such as Work on the parallel and 
horizontal bars, a woman has to sup- 
port the bulk of her weight further 
from the bar than does a man. Her 
center ot gravity la lower. 

„These physical facts do not differ- 
entiate all mén from all women, be- 
cause there are excertlonal men who 
have shoulders and hips such as are 
usually seen on women; and vice 
versa, we occasionally find women 
who are muscularly stronger than 
most men, women whose bones have 
the leaverage that belongs to men. 
But I am speaking of the average. 

“When we come to severe tests of 
endurance we find that woman is not 
less handicapped. In proportion she 
has decidedly smaller tungs. Mie 
red corpuscles in her blood are also 
smaller than those of the man, so 
their carrying capacity of oxygen is 
lesa, 

“The weight of a woman's body in 
proportion to her breathing powes is 
much greater than that of a man's. 
For this reason she cannot compete 
with him in running, any more than 
she can compete with him in feats of 
muscular strength. 

“The athletic exercises and games 
best sulted to women. are mode ate 
and graceful, not those invol.ing 
competition and stiata—ull forms 
of callisthenica and light gymbast'ca 
archery, lawn tennis, swimming. Heid 
hockey, ldcrosse, bicycling, rowing 
canoeing, golf, skating fene ng, and 
basketball. In all athletic exercises 
in which women engage good form 


should be required rather than rec-. 


ords. 

“Women may be excused for not 
being as strong and enduring as meu, 
but they cannot be excused for not 
being more finished and ‘graceful. 
Good carriage, perfect poise, selt- 
command and exquisite grace an¢ ro- 
finement should enter Into women’s 
athletic performances. 

“But, es I sald before, for physical 
developement | prefer moderate and 
graceful exercise without the spirit 
of competition and strain. Women 
needs vigorous exercise less than 
man, and she profits by It dess. Vo- 
man stands continuous work far bot- 
ter than man, and she profits more 
than man by mild exercise extended 
over long periods. 

“Walking means moe to women 
than to men. Dancing above all 
forms of exercise is best su ted to 
women,

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the present reliable government con- 
trol was instituted: Every dairymen 
or butter dealer who wishes his pro- 
duct to bear the government-control 
mark must conform to the following 
rules: The government inspector 
must have free access to the dairies 
and shops at all times. He cannot 
br butter from any person or dairy 
not under government control, The 
butter must be stamped with the 
tra ile mark of the firm in addition to 
that of the government. The firm 
has to render account to the govern- 
ment of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the firm, of the persons in 
{ts service and the changes in the 
personnel. Book account must de 
kept of the butter made by them- 
selves and of that which they buy 
and sell, with the names of their 
customers. If these conditions are 
not complied with a heavy fine is im- 
posed and the firm is excluded from 
the bund. 

Only those firms that are of good 
repute and are not connected in any 
way with margarine factories are 
admitted and supplied with books of 
government control marks. These 
marks or checks are printed in blue 
Ink on Indian paper. They are very 
intricate of design and are printed 
by the Netherlands bank and bear 
consecutive numbers, the same as 
Bank notes. This is the origin of the 
nickname “‘bank-note butter.” An 
this Ia to avoid forgery. 

Another difficult matter, that of 
determining what butter is really 
quite pure, and what is not, has also 
been overcome. Every daitryman 
and farmer knows how butter 
changes in quality at different times 
of the year, on account of the differ- 
ent food supplied to the cattle. 
These variations are really quite 
great and affect the flavor as well as 
the amount of fatty substances con- 
tained. An Inspector is sent to a 
certain dairy, say in the spring, ond 
he orders a sample of butter to be 
made under his supervision. He at- 
tends the whole process and after- 
ward a scientific chemical analysis is 
made of it.

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These Form the Largest Unbroken 
Forest Outside of Africa—About 
250 Years Old—6,000,000 Acres 
Reserved—Certain Grazing and 
Logging ‘Allowed. i 


The largest unbroken forest in the 
world outside of Africa, is belle ved to 
be the one which covers 10,000 square 
miles of northern Arizona. Other 
forests have larger trees, and other 
sections have more square miles of 
trees; counting all their foreated areas 
together, but this great stretch ci Hel- 
low pine, bordered. with juniper and 
cedar, has few rivals anywhere. 

As great forests go, this one is not 
old. The average tree is reckoned 
to be about 250 years old and the bulk 
of the forest is counted “ripe;’’ that 
is, mature and ready to decline in 
vigor. 

The Western yellow pine forms 90 
per cent, of the growth. They are 
from. 80 to 125 feet high, but they do 
not interlace; so the sunlight falls 
freely on the brown naedle* strewn 
ground, Here and there are open 
parks, often hiding little lakes in 
some depression. 


There seems no reason for this ~ud- 

den halt in the march of the trees— 
unless, as the lumber jacks say, the 
yellow pine will not grow on the 
richest soil; or, as observant foresters 
believe, these open glades mark the 
trail of long past fires of extreme vio- 
lence. Such fire made parks are found 
in the cedar and juniper forests where 
their origin is positively known and 
of. comparatively recent date. 
' Taking the forest from end to end, 
it contains the most beautiful scene-. 
ry and most of the natural wonders 
of Arizona.. There are numerous 
caves, Bome of them of unknown ex- 
tent; bottomless pits into which the 
flood waters of sudden showers pour 
and are lost, and where a stone 
dropped falls with no sound of stop- 
ping. Other caves are filled with ice 
that never melts and whose extent 
is undetermined. 


In 1898 several tracts of forest land 
around the San Francisco mountains 
were set aside in reserves, and in 1903 
these, with intervening tracts, were 
consolidated into the San Francisco 


Mountains Forest Reserve of 1,975,310 
acres. 


Fire, grazing and lumbering, the 
three great elements in forest destruc- 


| tion, have all had their way, but only 
| the second has gone across hie danger 


line, Strangely enough, says a writer 
in Out West, the destruction from fire 
was largely before the coming of the 
whites, a very unusual tale in forest 
history. Many of the fires of the 
present time are due to lightning 
strokes. In some localities fully half 
of the mature pines show the long 
ragged scars of the devastating bolts. 

All through the forest empty cabins 
mark abandoned stock ranches. Ev- 
ery little spring has its old camp. 


| with forgotten brands and the names 
| of cowboys cut In the bark of the 
| quaking aspens. 


The forest region has always been 
the best grazing land in Arizona. For 
years it teemed with cattle and sheep, 
contending back and forth for right 
of range and water boles. Overstock- 
ing and years of drought settled the 
feud at last with scant, arbitration. 
The cattle dled—the sheep died—their 
owners” turned lumber jacks or sand 
pickers, that is, farmers, 

The forest never had a severer ene- 
my than the unlimited bands of sheep 
that yearly grazed from mountains to 
desert and left a hard paaien track 
with broken and uprooted seedling 
trees to mark their passage through 
the forest. ’ 

In 1.06 there were grazing in the 
forest reaerves of Arizona 71,916 head 
of cattle, 11,462 head of horses and 
218,000 head of sheep, at a price of 
twenty and twenty-five cents a head 
for the cattle and horses and five 
cents each for the sheop. 

The same year, 931.849 teet of lum- 
ber. were sold, with 16,649 cords of 
fuel wood and 2,200 posta and pòles,

California may truthfully boast or 
maby natural wonders and caribiities, 
but one of the most remarka aud 
beautiful speotables may be witnessed 
at which ie Koown as adto 
Beach. | This beach is some 40 miles 
sotith of San Francisco, on the Pacific 
Onean and near the month of Pesca- 
dero Oreek. * s 

The beach is of considerable extent, 
coveting several acres. It is thickly 
atrewn with countless—-literally mil- 
Hons-—af pebbles. These pebbles are 
all small, the largest not exceeding 
an inch in diameter. But what is re- 
markable abont these littla- rounded 
pieces of stone. ia their wonderful 
brilliancy, saya the Technical World. 
Magazire. They are rich—dazzling 
in all the priamiatio tinta of the rain- 
bow. : oe 

Nowhere else along the Pacific coast 
are these pebbles founi. They are, 
geologically fragments. of primary 
rocks broken and rounded and polish- 
ed by the ceaseless and restless. action 
of the waves beating and rolling upon 
them decade after decade, century 
after century. 

When wet, as the tide recedes, they 
are beautiful beyond description— 
glittering and scintillating like a 
vast bed of diamonds The onyx, 
emerald, jasper, sardonyx, beryl, cor- 
nelian and other precious gems find 
no unworthy rivals in these Pescadero 
Beach pebbles. Under a bright monn- 
light, when.the beach is wet, the 
scene is one of incomparalle beauty 
and brilliancy.

-Skimming a river for a living may be 
said to be one of the most striking exam- 
plea of the utilization of waste; says the 
Ohicago Tribune This is done in Paris. 
There is dne individual, at least, in the 
French capital who makes it his daily 
business to skim the Seine. He is out at 
early morning in an old flat-bottomed 
boat, armed with a skimming pan. With 
this he skims off the surface of the river 
the grease which collects there during the 
night, and which he disposes of to a soap 
factory. Generally he makes a quarter 
ot sò by his morning’s work, which en- 
ables hiin to live: 

In Paris also there are a number of peo- 
ple who make a living out of waste corks, 
which they fish from the Seine. They 
collect on the river bank at daylight, each 
with a short pole, at the end of which is & 
small improvised net. They set to work 
to gather in the floating corks, subse- 
quently selling them to the cork mer- 
chants ih the neighborhood. 

There are about a score or 30 of these 
cork fishermen, who have formed them- 
el ves into a sort of draft and who guard 
their interests jealously. If they catch 
sight of a stranger netting corks they fall 
on him in a body. Only recently the 
police rescued one of these novices barely 
in time to save his life. j 

The sweepings of a floor might well be 
considered as. so much waste, yet, through 
a fire in London the other day, which con- 
sumed a quantity of sweepings stored in 
the basement, a certain firm lost several 
thousand dollars. The heap of dust and 
rubbish contained silver filings, which it 
was intended to extract later on. 

This is done regularly at all works 
where silver or gold is used. In gold re- 
finers’ premises even the soot in the chim- 
neys is not allowed tobe treated as waste. 
It is found to contain minute particles of 
the precious metal, which are far too val- 
uable to be lost. 

In places where sheep are bred exten- 
sively one frequently sees little bits of 
wool adhering to briars and hedges. These 
are no longer regarded as waste. From 
such wool rubbish, whether coming from 
sheep or goats, valuable oil is now ex- 
tracted. 
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An Alligator Nursery. 


It was not so very many years ago that 
our southern swamps and-rivers were 
fairly infested with alligators, and though 
they wére hunted it was almost entirely 
for sport. In the state of Florida alone 
3,000,000 alligators were killed in 10 years, 
and although the reptile is unusually pro- 
lific in propagating its species it can not 
long resist so heavy a tax on its numbers; 
so that unless something ia done for its 
protection there will be no alligators in 
America except the farm-bred reptile, and 
not enough of him. 

The alligator is longlived and his growth 
is of the slowest. An alligator two feet 
long is at least 15 years old, while a twelve 
foot specimen may be anywhere from 75to 
150 years old, and, as it is only the larger 
specimens that have any commercial val- 
ue, their need of protection against whole- 
sale slaughter will be readily seen. 

Realizing the above conditions, H. L. 
Campbell, who is widely known ás ‘‘Alli- 
gator Joe,’’ conceived the idea of estab- 
lishing an alligator farm for the purpose of 
breeding the reptile. His life has been 
spent among alligators and crocodiles in 
our own southern swamps, and he is thor- 
oughly familiar with the habits and char- 
acteristics of the reptile, its nesting places 
and the best manner of trapping it that 
the skin may not be injured. 

The farm is not far from Hot Springs, 
Ark., the famous health resort. A amall 
mountain stream runs through it, forming 
numerous little ponds and lakes, which is 
just what is needed for the various breed- 
ing and stock grounds of the farm. Here 
the alligators are distributed according 
to size, ranging from the huge, old mon- 
sters of twelve feet in length to the babies 
no larger than lizards, just hatched from 
the shells. The separating of the reptiles 
according to size is made necessary by the 
fact that the alligator is a cannibalistic 
amphibian with a weakness for devouring 
his own young. But when they are pretty 
nearly equal in size and strength they 
live together in comparative peace.—Sel.

The dye can 
be forced through lengths of wood 
as great as thirteen feet. When sea- 
soned and polished the colored wood 
presents a beautiful appearance, and 
is used for making ea, and 
{also for the fittings of ships and 
street cars.

were found in a first-class carriage. 

Another such robbery of a remark- 
able character wae that of the mail 
which left Cannon street station on 
the night of April 8, 1886. The bag 
containing the registered letters, 
which included a package of 100- 
Toublé notes, was placed inside anoth- 
er bage which held ordinary letters 
and packages. The van had doors 
each side, was divided in the middle, 
being secured outside by a hasp and 
pin, and on the Inside by a bolt. It 
was albo lighted by two lamps, but 
was not in charge of anybody. There 
was no stop between London and 
Dover, and after a delay of but a 
minute at the latter place the bags 
were put on trolleys and run along- 
side the mallboat Louise Marie. The 
boat arrived at Ostend at 3 in the 
morning of April 9, the malls were 

wae to a postoffice van, being 
sealed with leaden seals both by the 
custom house and railway officiats. 
At Cologne the bags were transferred 
to another post van, and so, via Han- 
over and Elberfeld, Berlin was event- 
ually reached. Then a surprising 
thing was discovered. The bag con- 
talning the registered letters had 
been tampered with! A slit had 
cléarly been made in the bag and 
down up again. 

This daring robbery had a curious 
sepuel. Shortly afterward a man pre- 
sented some of the rouble notes which 
had been stolen to the firm in London 
who ‘had posted them! When he was 
questioned as to how he became pos- 
sessed of them he made evasive re- 
plies, so he was taken Into custody. 
He was subsequently put upon his 
trial, charged with being in posses- 
sion of stolen property. The trial 
was interesting from several points of 
view. The defense, for instance, 
questioned the jurisdiction of the 
court, maintaining that the robbery 
was committed on the high seas, but 
the prosecution demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the court that the rob- 
bery was undoubtedly committed near 
Chiselhurst. After a lengthy trial the 
prisoner was found guilty and sent- 


enced to eight years’ penal servi- 
tude,

The Maryland On Trial Trip. 


The Maryland, one of the bpst craft 
turned out from a Baltimore shipyard, 
which is being built for tae New 
York, Philadelphia and Norfolk Rail- 
way-Oompapy by the Maryland Steel 
Company at Sparrows Point, yester- 
day went down the bay on her official 
trial trip, which was entirely satis- 
factory. 

The Maryland is a sister ship to 
the Pennsylvania, and, like the Penn- 
sylvania, will be used in the ferry 
service between Cape Charles and 
Norfolk. She is 200 fect in length 
over all, 249 feet 6 inches between 
perpendiculars, beam molded feet, 
depth molded 5 feet 846 inches. There 
are twin screws driven by two engines 
whose cylinder mesures 17, 97% and 
44 inches in diameter, with a com- 
mon stroke of 26 inches, developing s 
horse-power of 1.900 and driving her 

at a speed of 17K miles an hour. 
Steam is farntshed by four boilers 
each 11 feet 6 Inches long. 12 feet in 
dlameter and carrying a working pres- 
sure of 180 pounds,

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SAVING THE HORSE. 


Some Forethought Will Do Mach t3 
Prolong His Usefulness, 

Many things may be done, esc 
little in itself, which in the-aggre- 
gate amount to à great deal in pro- 
longing the life and usefulness of 
tke horse, be he farm horse or 
driver. 

To begin with, most pedple are 
entirely too careless about working 
hard and then stopping out in the 
wind or even rain when he is tired 
and wet with sweat. Anything but 
the most rugged constitution must 
quickly succumb to this kind of 
treatment, and none will stand it 
long. In cold weather one should al- 
ways try to stable the sweaty horse 
or keep him moving about until falr- 
ly well cooled off, to avoid taking 
cold and stiffening of the joints. 

The cheap side saddle ls a regular 
horse eater and when it must he 
used, blankets and pads, sufficient to 
prevent injury to the back and with- 
ers‘invariably should be used. With 
saddles or harness, have everything 
snùg fitting and comfortable, that 
chafing and kindred troubles may bo 
avolded. 

Long continued hard pulling will 
wind a horse and thoroughly wear 
him out, when two or three little 
rests of three to five minutes would 
go a long way in helping. to regain 
strength, and bring new vitality to 
play in the task. 3 

Where unusually heavy work is 
to be Gono, a little forethought often 
will. make it much easier on the 
team, ‘as for instance, where a few 
saw logs have to be hauled, do not 
put on the heaviest one the first 
load; but’ begin with lighter ones 
and gradually accustom them to the 
strain. Worked in this way, they will 
warm up to business and after 4 
trip or two gain de-terity and con- 
fidence in themselves so that really 
heavy loads may be taken with an 
ease really surprising, and which 
probably would have i 
discouraged Um at the beginulng.

Cattle and Grass, 

Careful observation and experi- 
ence have shown that pasture grasi 
as a rule has never been properly 
estimated. Blue grass is about as 
near a perfectly balanced food as 
any that can be given. It is Ikely 
that in the future more land wil) be 
put to grass by cattle growers. Ons 
who has observed Its value sus that 
summer feeding of grain with grass 
to animals of proper age ls coming 
{into popular favor, and our best 
farmers are beginning to appreciate 
thely grass lands as never before. 

Two-year-old cattle can be fat- 
tened more quickly than yearlings, 
yearlings more quickly than calves. 
This Indicates that there is more 
need of holding cattle In the Ary lot 
than of feeding yearlings under tha 
same condition, because the latter 
will not bear so much forcing to fin- 
ish, And there Is a greater diffe-. 
ence betwen yearlings and calves. 
Grass is one of nature's own foods, 
and every year worth better prices. 
The fattening of calves and yearlings 
ls increasing each year. This prac- 
tice should be encouraged, and is 
one to be taken up guarded by in- 
experienced feeders. R 

Calves and yearlings will make as 
large gains on grass alone in sum- 
mer as on roughage and grain in 
winter. In feeding calves between 
eight and fourteen months of age, 
with and without grain, it has been 
found that the extra gain in fat and 
labor will rarely pay the extra coat 
of feed and labor. Where stock ta 
fed grain with grass, darkened sheds 
should be provided during fly time. 
Buch feed should be given as will 
keep Individuals gaining steadily. 

New Horse Parasite. 

Several outbreaks of a trouble in 
horses in different parts of the Wert 
has Been caused by parasites de- 
scribed as the Palisade worm, 
Strongyius armatus. From the fact 
that the trouble does not always 
manifest itself in the same way it 
freguently puzzles veterinarians, 
This worm may be found in any part 
of the body. Its matural habitat, 
however, when full grown is in the 
intestinal canal, usually the large 
‘bowel. In its immature state it më 
gratos into the blood vessels, some- 
times causing rupture of a large ver- 
sel or ap obstruction of the flow of 
blood and in this way hes lodged in 
the arteries of the brain, causing the 
animal to show brain trouble. Again

When com- 
pleted the electricity generated there 
will be supplied to Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, New York, Lancaster, Har- 
riaburg, York and’a number of other 
cities. 


Painting on Motal. 

Carl Lunde, a Norwegian artist, 
has made himself famous by paint- 
ing on metal, an art even the Japan- 
ese have failed in, great as they are 
as metal workers. Lunde decorates 
ordinary tin with characteriatic de- 
signa in colors and illuminates an or- 
dinary tray or plate thé would oth- 
erwise be cheaply japanned. The 
method is his secret and only one of 
many clevernesses he employs to 
render utility artistic and decorative.

Cases Of lunanlty are rare among: 
the “junipers” and they do not die 
young. An old “jumper” is seldom 
seen, and the explanation le that they 
usually die as they are verging from 
middle lite to old age, 

The weakness: is usually forna 
among men, probably not more t' n 
ton or fifteen cases- in a hundred be- 
ing of women. “Jumpera” are not 
common. Ot the three
